1 Master keys with remote control 

Every master key with remote control con¬ 
tains an extended-life battery as a power 
supply, which is charged automatically in 
the ignition lock as you drive. You should 
use each master key at least twice a year in 
order to maintain the charge condition. 
Depending on which master key is detected 
by the vehicle during unlocking, different 
settings in the vehicle are requested and 
executed, refer to Vehicle and Key Memory 
on page 32. 

2 Spare key 

For storage in a safe place, such as in your 
wallet. 

This key does not fit in the lock of the glove 
compartment. This is an advantage, e.g. 
when valet parking. The key is not intended 
for constant use. 

Replacement keys 

You can get replacement keys or spare keys 
from your BMW Sports Activity Vehicle Center. 


Central locking system 

The concept 

The central locking system is ready for opera¬ 
tion whenever the driver's door is closed. 

The system engages or releases the locks on 
the 

> doors 

> liftgate 

> fuel filler door 

Operating from outside 

> via the remote control 

> via the driver's door lock 

The anti-theft system is automatically activated 
whenever you activate the central locking sys¬ 
tem from outside the vehicle. This prevents 
the doors from being unlocked via the lock but¬ 
tons or door handles. The remote control also 
switches the interior lights on and off. The alarm 
system* is also armed or disarmed.

You can set an acoustic signal to remind 
you if the ignition key is still in the ignition 
lock after you open the driver's door.4 

Operating from inside

When the system is locked from inside, the fuel 
filler door remains unlocked.

The panorama glass sunroof can be opened or 
closed independently with the sliding visor 
open. 

Ventilation setting 

The panorama glass sunroof is raised and the 
sliding visor is opened slightly: briefly press the 
switch twice consecutively. 

After switching off ignition 

You can operate the panorama glass sunroof for 
approx.1 minute as long as no door has been 
opened. 


Pinch protection system 

If the panorama glass sunroof or sliding visor 
encounter resistance when closing from 
roughly one third of the roof opening or when 
closing from the raised position, the closing 
action is interrupted and the panorama glass 
sunroof and sliding visor reopen a little. 

Despite the presence of the pinch protec¬ 
tion system, inspect the sunroofs travel 
path prior to closing it, as the safety system 
might fail to detect certain kinds of obstruc¬ 
tions, such as very thin objects, and the sunroof 
would continue closing. 

You can disable the pinch protection system by 
pressing the switch past the resistance point 
and holding \t.< 

Following interruptions in electrical 
power supply 

After a power supply interruption, it may only be 
possible to raise the sunroof. The system must 
be initialized. BMW recommends having this 
work carried out by your BMW Sports Activity 
Vehicle Center.

Alarm system* 

The concept 

The vehicle alarm system responds: 

> When a door, the hood, or the liftgate is 
opened. 

> To movements inside the vehicle: interior 
motion sensor, refer to description below. 

> When the car's inclination changes, for 
instance if an attempt is made to jack it up 
and steal the wheels or to raise it prior to 
towing away. 

> To interruptions in battery voltage. 

The alarm system signals unauthorized manip¬ 
ulations for a short time by: 

> Sounding an acoustic alarm 

> Switching on the hazard warning flashers 

> Flashing the high beams 

Arming and disarming alarm system 

When you lock or unlock the vehicle, either with 
the remote control or at the door lock, the alarm 
system is armed or disarmed at the same time. 

If the alarm system has been properly armed, 
the hazard warning flashers light up once. 

You can have different acknowledgment 
メ ： A ザ . signals set to confirm arming and disarm¬ 
ing.◄ 

You can open the liftgate even when the system 
is armed by using the ^ button of the remote 
control, refer to page 19. When the liftgate is 
closed, it is locked again and monitored. 

Switching off alarm 

> Unlock the vehicle using the remote control, 
refer to page 19. 

> Turn the ignition key to position 1. 
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Indicator lamp displays 



> The indicator lamp below the interior rear¬ 
view mirror flashes continuously: the sys¬ 
tem is armed. 

> The indicator lamp flashes after the vehicle 
is locked: doors, hood, or liftgate are not 
properly closed. Even if you do not close the 
alerted area, the system begins to monitor 
the remaining areas, and the indicator lamp 
flashes continuously after approx.10 sec¬ 
onds. However, the interior motion sensor 
is not activated. 

> The indicator lamp goes out after unlocking: 
no manipulation or attempted intrusions 
have been detected in the period since the 
system was armed. 

> The indicator lamp flashes for 10 seconds 
after the vehicle is unlocked: an attempted 
entry has been detected in the period since 
the system was armed. 

Following triggering of an alarm, the indicator 
lamp will flash continuously. 

Tilt alarm sensor 

The tilt of the vehicle is monitored. The alarm 
system reacts, e.g. in case of an attempted 
wheel theft or towing. 

Interior motion sensor 

In order for the interior motion sensor to func¬ 
tion properly, the windows and panorama glass 
sunroof must be completely closed. 


Avoiding unintentional alarms 

The tilt alarm sensor and interior motion sensor 
may be switched off at the same time. This pre¬ 
vents unintentional alarms, e.g. in the following 
situations: 

> In duplex garages 

> When transporting on car-carrying trains 

> When animals are to remain in the vehicle 

Switching off tilt alarm sensor and 
interior motion sensor 

Press the LOCK button on the remote con¬ 
trol again as soon as the vehicle is locked. 

The indicator lamp lights up briefly and then 
flashes continuously. The tilt alarm sensor and 
the interior motion sensor are switched off until 
the next time the vehicle is unlocked and subse¬ 
quently locked again. 

If you wish, you can have the tilt alarm 
sensor and interior motion sensor perma¬ 
nently switched off. You can have this setting 
made at your BMW Sports Activity Vehicle 
Center. ◄ 
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Adjustments 


Sitting safely 

The ideal sitting position can make a vital con¬ 
tribution to relaxed driving that is as fatigue-free 
as possible. Together with safety belts, head 
restraints, and airbags, sitting position plays an 
important role in an accident. Compliance with 
the following instructions is important; failure to 
do so could impair the protective function of the 
safety systems. 

For additional information on transporting chil¬ 
dren safely, refer to page 33. 

Airbags 

□ Always maintain an adequate distance 
between yourself and the airbags. Always 
hold the steering wheel by its rim with hands at 
the 9 o'clock and 3 o'clock positions, to mini¬ 
mize the risk of injuries to your hands and arms 
in the event of airbag deployment. 

No one and nothing is to come between the air¬ 
bags and the seat occupant. 

Do not use the cover of the front airbag on the 
front passenger side as a storage area. Make 
sure that the passenger sits correctly, e.g. does 
not rest his feet or legs on the dashboard. Oth¬ 
erwise, a triggering of the front airbag could 
result in leg injuries. Make sure that passengers 
do not lean their heads against side or head air¬ 
bags. Otherwise, a triggering of the airbag could 
result in injuries.◄ 

Even if you adhere to all the instructions, inju¬ 
ries resulting from contact with airbags cannot 
be entirely ruled out, depending on the circum¬ 
stances. The ignition and inflation noise may 
provoke a mild - usually temporary - hearing 
loss in extremely sensitive individuals. 

For airbag locations and additional information 
on airbags, refer to page 53. 


Head restraint 

A correctly adjusted head restraint reduces the 
risk of damage to the cervical vertebrae in acci¬ 
dents. 

Q Adjust the head restraint so that its mid¬ 
dle lies approximately at the height of 
your ears. Otherwise, there is an increased risk 
of injury in the event of an accident.^ 

Safety belts 

Make sure the safety belts are worn in all occu¬ 
pied seats every time you drive. Although air¬ 
bags enhance safety by providing added pro¬ 
tection, they are not a substitute for safety 
belts. 

Your vemcle has five seats that are each 
equipped with a safety belt. 

□ Never allow more than one person to 

wear a single safety belt. Infants and chil¬ 
dren must not ride on a lap. Make sure that the 
belt in the lap area sits low against the hips and 
does not press against the abdomen. The 
safety belt must never rest against the throat, 
rub against sharp edges, pass over hard or frag¬ 
ile objects or be pinched. Fasten the safety belt 
around your body snugly, making sure that it is 
pulled taut across your lap and shoulder and 
that it is not twisted; otherwise, the belt can 
slide over the hips in the event of a frontal colli¬ 
sion and injure your abdomen. Avoid wearing 
clothing that prevents the belt from fitting prop¬ 
erly and pull the shoulder belt upward periodi¬ 
cally to readjust the tension across your lap in 
order to avoid a reduction in the restraining 
action of the safety belt.4 

If the middle safety belt in the rear is used, then 
the wider backrest must be secured, refer to 
page 70, otherwise, the safety belt cannot exert 
any restraining action. 

Safety belts, refer to page 29. 
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Seats 

Note before adjusting 

Never try to adjust your seat while operat¬ 
ing the vehicle. The seat could respond 
with unexpected movement, and the ensuing 
loss of vehicle control could lead to an accident. 
On the passenger seat as well, do not incline 
the backrest too far to the rear while the vehicle 
is being driven; otherwise, there is a danger in 
the event of an accident of sliding under the 
safety belt, eliminating the protection normally 
provided by the belt.^ 

Also follow the instructions regarding the 
height of head restraints on page 28 and 
regarding safety belt damage on page 30.

Releasing

Safety belt reminder for front seats 

v The indicator lamp flashes or lights up.

The safety belt reminder is activated if the 
safety belt on the driver's side has not yet been 
fastened. 

At speeds greater than 5 mph/8 km/h, the 
safety belt reminder is also activated if the 
passenger side safety belt has not yet been 
fastened, if heavy objects are placed on the 
passenger's seat, or if the driver or front pas¬ 
senger's safety belt is released. 


Damage to safety belts 

Q When strained by an accident or when 
damaged: have the safety belt system, 
including the belt tensioners, replaced and have 
belt anchorage points inspected. Have this 
work done only by your BMW Sports Activity 
Vehicle Center or by a workshop that works 
according to BMW repair procedures with cor¬ 
respondingly trained personnel. Otherwise, 
there can be no guarantee that the safety 
devices will function properly.◄ 

Mirrors 

Exterior mirrors 

□ The passenger side mirror is more curved 
than the driver's mirror. Objects in the 
mirrors are closer than they appear. Do not esti¬ 
mate the distance to following traffic based on 
the view in the mirrors; otherwise, there is an 
increased risk of accident.4

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Vehicle Memory, Key Memory 

How the system functions 

You have probably frequently wished that you 
could configure individual functions of your 
vehicle to reflect your own personal require¬ 
ments. In developing your vehicle, BMW has 
incorporated a number of options for personal 
adjustment. You can have these programmed 
at your BMW Sports Activity Vehicle Center. 

There are vehicle-related and person-related 
adjustments: Vehicle Memory and Key Mem¬ 
ory. You can configure up to four different basic 
adjustments for four different persons. The only 
requirement is that each person use his or her 
own master key with remote control. 

When your vehicle is unlocked with the remote 
control, the vehicle recognizes the individual 
user by means of a data exchange with the key, 
and makes adjustments accordingly. 

In order for you to distinguish between the mas¬ 
ter keys with remote control, color-coded 
decals are supplied together with the keys. 

What the system can do 

Ask your BMW Sports Activity Vehicle Center 
about the possibilities of Vehicle Memory and 
Key Memory. 

You will see this symbol throughout the 
Owner's Manual. It is to remind you at 
appropriate places of the settings that are avail¬ 
able to you.4 

"7^7" Following configuration of memory func- 
ド tions, vehicle operation may differ from 
the description in the Owner's Manual. Should 
you wish to sell your BMW some day, please 
remember to have the memory functions reset 
to the factory default settings.◄

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Transporting children safely 


Installing child restraint 
systems 

0 Follow the child restraint system manu¬ 
facturer's instructions for selection, 
installation and use of the child restraint sys¬ 
tem. Otherwise, the degree of protection can be 
reduced.◄ 


On the passenger's seat 

□ Before installing a child restraint system 
in the passenger seat, make sure that the 
front and side airbag on the passenger seat 
have been deactivated. Otherwise, there is an 
increased risk of injury when the airbag is trig¬ 
gered.◄ 


All rear seat safety belts and the safety belt for 
the front passenger can be locked to prevent 
their being pulled out in order to fasten child 
restraint systems. 

Locking safety belt 

1■ Secure child restraint system with the belt. 

2. Pull safety belt strap all the way out. 

3. Allow safety belt to retract and pull it snugly 
against the child restraint system. 

The safety belt is locked. 


The right place for children 

0 Do not leave children unattended in the 
vehicle; otherwise, they could endanger 
themselves and/or others, for example by open¬ 
ing the doors.◄ 

Children always in the rear 
Accident research has demonstrated that the 
safest place for children is in the rear seat. 

□ Children younger than 13 or smaller than 
5 ft/150 cm should only ride in the rear, in 
child restraint systems provided in accordance 
with their age, weight, and height. Otherwise, 
there is an increased risk of injury in the event of 
an accident.^ 

Children older than 13 must be secured with a 
safety belt as soon as they have outgrown a 
suitable child restraint system due to their age, 
height, and weight. 

All seats in your BMW, except for the driver's 
seat, correspond to the recommendations of 
the norm SAE J1819 for safely securing child 
restraint systems in motor vehicles. 

Exception for the front passenger seat 

Q lf it should be necessary to use a child 
restraint system on the front passenger 
seat, the front and side airbags must be deacti¬ 
vated. Otherwise, there is an increased risk of 
injury to the child if the airbag is triggered, even 
with a child restraint system. Your BMW Sports 
Activity Vehicle Center will be happy to advise 
you.4 

For more information on automatic deactivation 
of the front passenger airbags, refer to page 54. 
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Unlocking safety belt 

1 Open safety belt buckle. 

2. Remove child restraint system. 

3. Allow safety belt strap to retract all the way. 

Child restraint system with tether strap 

Q Only use the tether strap attachment 
points to fasten child restraint systems; 
otherwise, the attachment points can be dam¬

Q With rear side airbags, make sure that 
children do not lean out of the child's seat 
toward the door panel; otherwise, injuries can 
result if the side airbags are triggered.◄

Starting engine 

Q Do not run the engine in enclosed spaces; 

otherwise, inhalation of toxic exhaust 
gases can cause unconsciousness and death. 
The exhaust gases contain carbon monoxide, 
an odorless and colorless, but highly toxic gas. 
Do not leave the vehicle unattended with the 


engine running, since an unattended vehicle 
with a running engine represents a safety haz¬ 
ard. 

To prevent the vehicle from rolling, always shift 
into neutral or selector lever position P and 
engage the handbrake before leaving the vehi¬ 
cle with the engine running.◄ 

Do not discontinue the starting procedure pre¬ 
maturely, but do not prolong it for more than 20 
seconds. Release the ignition key immediately 
as soon as the engine starts. 

When starting the engine, do not press the 
accelerator pedal. 

Do not allow the motor to warm up while idling. 
Begin driving immediately with moderate 
engine speed. 

Indicator lamps 

The warning lamp lights up. Exhaust 
values are deteriorating. Have the vehi¬ 
cle checked as soon as possible. 

Under certain conditions, the indicator will flash. 
This indicates a serious rate of engine misfire. 
When this occurs, you should reduce speed 
and consult the nearest BMW Sports Activity 
Vehicle Center as soon as possible. Severe 
engine misfire, even for only a short period of 
time, can seriously damage emission control 
components, especially the catalytic converter.

> When starting the engine at very low tem¬ 
peratures, below approx. +5 °F /-15 °C, at 
high altitudes over approx. 3,30 0 ft/ 

1,000 m. 

Q Avoid frequent starting in quick succes¬ 
sion or repeated start attempts in which 
the engine does not start. Otherwise, the fuel is 
not burned or inadequately burned and there is 
a danger of overheating and damaging the cat¬ 
alytic converter. ◄ 


Switching off engine 

Q Do not remove the ignition key when the 
vehicle is rolling; otherwise, the steering 
wheel lock would engage during steering. 
When leaving the vehicle, remove the ignition 
key and lock the steering. When parking on 
downward inclines, engage the handbrake; oth¬ 
erwise, the vehicle could start to roll.4 

Manual transmission 

1. Apply the handbrake. 

2. Turn the ignition key to position 1or 0. 

3. Shift into first gear or reverse. 


Automatic transmission 

1. With the vehicle at a stop, move the selector 
lever into position P.

Select only when the vehicle is stationary. Press 
the gearshift lever to the left to overcome the 
resistance.

On the sports steering wheel* and M sports 
steering wheel*, the +1 — buttons for the cruise 
control are on the right side of the steering 
wheel.

PDC Park Distance Control* 

The concept 

PDC provides extra safety and convenience 
during parking maneuvers. Audible signals indi¬ 
cate that you are approaching an object in front 
of or behind your vehicle. To measure the dis¬ 
tance, there are four ultrasonic sensors in each 
bumper. 

An acoustic signal begins to sound when the 
front sensors and the rear corner sensors are 
within approx. 2 ft/60 cm of an obstacle and 
when the rear middle sensors are within approx. 
5 ft/1,50 m of an obstacle. 

PDC is a parking aid that can indicate 
objects when they are approached 
slowly, as is usually the case when parking. 
Avoid approaching objects too fast; otherwise, 
the system may give warning of physical obsta¬ 
cles too late.4 

If you are driving with a trailer, the rear sensors 
cannot take any meaningful measurements. 
Consequently, they do not switch on. 

Automatic mode 

In ignition key position 2, the system is auto¬ 
matically activated after approx, one second 
each time you shift into reverse or move the 
selector-lever into position R. Wait for this short 
time span before moving. 

You can have a signal tone programmed 
into the system to verify that the PDC is 
active. ◄ 


Activating manual mode 



In ignition key position 2, press the button; the 
LED lights up. 


Deactivating manual mode 

Press the button again, the LED goes out. 

The system is automatically deactivated once 
the vehicle travels approx.160 ft/50 m or 
exceeds a speed of roughly 20 mph/30 km/h; 
the LED goes out. You can reactivate the sys¬ 
tem manually as needed. 

Signal tones 

An intermittent tone from a rear speaker signals 
the distance to an object behind the vehicle as 
you approach it. 

An intermittent tone from a speaker beneath 
the dashboard signals the distance to an object 
in front of the vehicle as you approach it. 

As the distance between vehicle and object 
decreases, the intervals between the tones 
become shorter. The signal tone becomes con¬ 
tinuous once the distance to the nearest object 
falls to below roughly 1 ft/30 cm. 

An intermittent tone is interrupted after approx. 
3 seconds: 

> if you remain in front of an object that is only 
detected by one of the corner sensors 

> if you are moving parallel to a wall 
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Malfunction 

The LED in the button flashes and a short con¬ 
tinuous tone sounds. PDC is malfunctioning. 
Switch off PDC. Have the system checked. 

To prevent this problem, keep the sensors 
clean and free of ice or snow in order to ensure 
that they will continue to operate effectively. 
When using high-pressure washers, do not 
spray sensors for long periods and keep the 
sprayer at least 4 in/10 cm away from the sen¬ 
sors. 

System limits 

Q Even with PDC, final responsibility for 
estimating the distance between the 
vehicle and any obstructions always remains 
with the driver. Even when sensors are involved, 
there is a blind spot in which objects cannot be 
detected. The system is also subject to the 
physical limits that apply to all forms of ultra¬ 
sonic measurement, such as those encoun¬ 
tered with tow bars and trailer couplings, or thin 
and wedge-shaped objects, etc. Low objects 
already displayed, e.g.a curb, can come into the 
blind spot of the sensors before a continuous 
tone sounds. The system may fail to detect 
higher obstacles such as ledges. 

Loud sources of sound, inside and outside the 
vehicle, could drown out the PDC signal tone.4 

Driving stability control 
systems 

Your BMW is equipped with an extended array 
of systems designed to enhance and maintain 
vehicle stability even under unfavorable driving 
conditions. 

ABS Antilock Brake System 

ABS prevents the wheels from locking during 
braking. Safe steering response is maintained 
even during full braking. This results in an 
increase in the active safety. 

ABS is operational every time you start the 
engine. Safe braking, refer to page 78. 


Electronic brake-force distribution 

The system controls the brake pressure in the 
rear wheels to ensure a stable braking behavior. 

DBC Dynamic Brake Control 

When the brake pedal is depressed quickly, this 
system automatically generates a maximum 
braking force distribution and thus helps keep 
the braking distance to a minimum during full 
braking. This system exploits all of the benefits 
provided by ABS. 

As long as you want full braking to continue, do 
not reduce pressure on the brake. 

DSC Dynamic Stability Control 

DSC prevents slip at the drive wheels when 
starting off and accelerating. DSC also detects 
unstable driving conditions, such as a fishtailing 
of the vehicle's rear end or the sliding of the 
vehicle on its front wheels. In these circum¬ 
stances, DSC helps keep the vehicle on a safe 
path, within physical limits, by reducing engine 
output and by applying the brakes in individual 
wheels. 

The DSC is operational every time you start the 
engine. 

□ The laws of physics cannot be repealed, 
even with DSC. An appropriate driving 
style always remains the responsibility of the 
driver. Do not reduce the additional safety mar¬ 
gin again by taking unnecessary risks.◄ 

Indicator lamp 

The indicator lamp goes out shortly 
after the engine starts. 

When the indicator lamp flashes: 

DSC is controlling the drive and braking forces. 

When the indicator lamp stays lit: 

DSC has been switched off with the button. 


4x4 
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Deactivating DSC 
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Press the button; the indicator lamp in the 
instrument cluster lights up continuously. 

DSC is now deactivated. 

Stabilizing interventions of the chassis control 
system DSC are no longer available. However, 
the braking interventions that simulate the 
function of the differential lock continue to be 
active. 

In the following exceptional circumstances, it 
may be useful to switch off DSC for a short 
period: 

> When rocking the vehicle and starting off in 
deep snow or on loose road surfaces 

> On sandy road surfaces 

> On poor surfaces with deep ruts 

> If the wheels spin on muddy surfaces 

> When driving with snow chains 

—マ As a result of the braking interventions, 
レ ^ the brakes maybe subjected to additional 
loads when the system is switched off. In order 
to limit the brake temperature, brief automatic 
suppression of the brake activation is possible. 
To maintain vehicle stability, always drive with 
the system switched on when possible.◄ 


Reactivating DSC 



Press the button again; the indicator lamp in the 
instrument cluster goes out. DSC is now acti¬ 
vated. 

xDrive 

xDrive is the all-wheel drive system of yourX3. 
The combined effects of xDrive and DSC fur¬ 
ther optimize the traction and dynamic driving 
characteristics. The all-wheel drive system 
xDrive variably distributes the drive torque to 
the front and rear axle depending on the driving 
situation and prevailing road conditions. 

HDCHill Descent Control 

The concept 

HDC is a system for hill descent assistance that 
reduces the speed on steep downward inclines 
and makes it even easier to control the driving 
characteristics of your BMW under these condi¬ 
tions. The vehicle moves at slightly more than 
walking speed without active intervention from 
the driver. 

HDC is available for activation at vehicle speeds 
below approx. 20 mph/35 km/h. When driving 
down steep hills with a speed below approx. 

20 mph/35 km/h, the vehicle reduces speed 
automatically down to slightly more than walk¬ 
ing speed, approx. 5 mph/8 km/h, and then 
maintains this speed at a constant. 

You can use the accelerator or brakes to vary 
this automatically controlled speed within a 
range extending from approx. 3 mph/5 km/h to 
15 mph/25 km/h. 

You can specify a target speed within the same 
range by using the +/- buttons of the cruise 
control on the steering wheel. 
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Activating system

Press the button; the LED lights up. 

The LED flashes when the brakes are applied 
automatically. 

Deactivating system

HDC is deactivated immediately above approx.

Using HDC

diminishes.

Malfunction 

If the LED in the button goes out in the HDC 
mode or fails to light up when the button is 
pressed: 

HDC is temporarily not available, because the 
brake temperature is too high. 

Malfunction in vehicle stability control 
systems 

The warning lamp lights up yellow. DBC 
BRAKE Dynamic Brake Control is malfunction¬ 
ing. Have the system checked as soon 
as possible. 

Display of the previously described mal- 
((Jjj) function on Canadian models. 


0 lf one of the malfunctions described 
below occurs, proceed cautiously and 
defensively. When driving on poor roads, avoid 
using the full throttle or kick-down positions of 
the accelerator as well as heavy and panic brak¬ 
ing. Otherwise, the drive train may be damaged 
or accidents can occur.◄ 

The red brake warning lamp lights up 
together with the warning lamps for 
ABS and DSC/xDrive. In addition, a 
warning signal sounds. ABS, DSC, HDC 
and xDrive have failed. It is then possi¬ 
ble to exert driving force only via the 
rear axle. If the brake warning lamp 
lights up yellow in the described combi¬ 
nation, the EBV Electronic brake-force distribu¬ 
tion is still available.

> When the system has not been initialized 

> When driving on snow-covered or slippery 
road surfaces 

> Sporty driving style: slip in the drive wheels, 
high lateral acceleration.

When needed, the 
head and side airbags help provide protection in 
the event of side impact. The relevant side air¬ 
bag supports the side upper body area. The 
respective head airbag supports the head. 


The airbags will purposely not be activated by 
every collision, e.g. not by more minor acci¬ 
dents, or rear-end collisions. 


□ Do not apply adhesive materials to the 
cover panels of the airbags, cover them or 
modify them in any other way. 

Do not attempt to remove the airbag retention 
system from the vehicle. Do not modify the indi¬ 
vidual components of the system or its wiring in 
anyway. This includes the padded covers in the 
center of the steering wheel, on the dashboard, 
the doors, and the roof pillars as well as the 
sides of the headliner. Do not attempt to 
remove or dismantle the steering wheel. 

Do not touch the individual components 
directly after the system has been triggered, 
because there is a danger of burns. 
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In the event of malfunctions, deactivation, or 
triggering of the airbag restraint system, have 
the testing, repair, removal, and disposal of air¬ 
bag generators executed only by a BMW Sports 
Activity Vehicle Center or a workshop that 
works according to BMW repair procedures 
with correspondingly trained personnel and has 
the required explosives licenses. Unprofes¬ 
sional attempts to service the system could 
lead to failure in an emergency or undesired air¬

Airbag warnings and information are also pro¬ 
vided on the sun visors. 

Automatic deactivation of front 
passenger airbags 

By evaluating the pressure on the seat cushion 
of the front passenger seat, the system detects 
whether or not the seat is occupied. The front 
and side airbags for the passenger are activated 
or deactivated by the system accordingly. 

The indicator lamp located above the 
inside rearview mirror indicates whether

When teenagers or adults assume certain sit¬ 
ting positions, the front and side airbags on the 
passenger side can deactivate; this causes the 
indicator lamp for the front passenger airbag to 
light up. If this happens, have them change their 
sitting position so that the passenger airbag is 
activated and the indicator lamp goes out. If the 
desired status cannot be achieved by changing 
their sitting position, then have the person ride 
in the back. Do not attach seat covers, seat 
cushion padding, ball mats or other items to the 
passenger seat unless they are specifically rec¬ 
ommended by BMW.

Things to remember when driving 


Breaking-in 


Moving parts should be allowed to adjust to one 
another. To ensure that your vehicle provides 
maximum economy throughout a long service 
life, we request that you observe the following 
instructions. 

Engine and differential 

Always obey all official speed limits. 

For the first 1,200 miles/ 2,00 0 km 

Drive at varying engine and driving speeds, but 
do not exceed 4,500 rpm or 100 mph/160 km/h 
in the process. 

Refrain from using full throttle and avoid press¬ 
ing the accelerator beyond the kick-down point. 

After 1,200 miles/2000 km 

Engine and road speed can be gradually 
increased. 

Tires 

Due to technical factors associated with their 
manufacture, tires do not achieve their full trac¬ 
tion potential until after an initial break-in 
period. For this reason, drive with extra care 
during the initial 200 miles/300 km. 

Obey your local and state maximum speed lim¬ 
its. 

Q When the vehicle is operated on wet or 
slushy roads, a wedge of water may form 
between the tire and the road surface. This phe¬ 
nomenon is referred to as hydroplaning and can 
lead to partial or complete loss of traction, vehi¬ 
cle control and braking effectiveness. Reduce 
your speed on wet roads.◄ 

Brake system 

Your vehicle must travel approx. 300 miles/ 

500 km before the brake pads and rotors 
achieve the optimal pad-surface and wear 


patterns required for trouble-free operation and 
long service life later on. 

To break in the separate handbrake drums, 
apply the handbrake lightly when coasting to a 
stop - at a traffic signal, for instance; use cau¬ 
tion to avoid posing a danger to other road 
users. 

To avoid corrosion, repeat tms procedure from 
time to time. 

The brake lamps do not come on when the 
handbrake is applied. 

0 Vacuum for the brake system servo unit 
on your BMW is available only when the 
engine is running. When you move the vehicle 
with the engine off - e.g., by towing - substan¬ 
tially higher levels of pedal force will be required 
to brake the vehicle.◄ 

Clutch 

The function of the clutch reaches its optimal 
level only after a distance driven of approx. 

300 miles/ 500 km. During this break-in period, 
engage the clutch gently. 

Following component replacements 

Follow the break-in sequence again if compo¬ 
nents addressed above must be replaced due 
to subsequent driving. 


General driving notes 

Close the liftgate 

0 Operate the vehicle only when the liftgate 
is completely closed; otherwise, exhaust 
fumes could enter the interior of the vehicle.◄ 

If special circumstances should make it abso¬ 
lutely necessary to operate the vehicle with the 
liftgate open: 
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1. Close all windows and the panorama glass 
sunroof. 

2. Greatly increase the air supply of the air 
conditioning system or automatic climate 
control, refer to page 60 or 63. 


For trouble-free operation, keep the photocells 
clean and do not cover the area between the 
interior rearview mirror and the windshield. Do 
not attach any kind of sticker to the windshield 
in front of the mirror, either. 


Hot exhaust system 

Q High temperatures occur in the exhaust 
system of every vehicle. Do not remove 
the heat shields installed adjacent to various 
sections of the exhaust system, and never apply 
undercoating to them. When driving, standing 
at idle, and parking, take care to avoid possible 
contact between the hot exhaust system and 
any highly flammable materials such as hay, 
leaves, grass, etc. Such contact could lead to 
a fire, resulting in serious personal injury and 
property damage. ◄ 


Mobile communications devices in 
vehicle 

Q BMW does not recommend using mobile 
communications devices, e.g. mobile 
phones, on the interior of the vehicle without a 
direct connection to an outside antenna. Other¬ 
wise, the vehicle electronics and mobile com¬ 
munications device can affect each other. In 
addition, there is no assurance that the radia¬ 
tion which results during transmission will be 
dissipated from the vehicle interior.◄ 

Interior and exterior mirror, 
automatically dimming* 




Two photocells are used to control the auto¬ 
matically dimming interior and exterior mirrors. 
One is integrated into the mirror glass, the other 
is located on the back of the mirror 


When the vehicle is parked 

Condensation forms in the air conditioner sys¬ 
tem during operation, and then exits under the 
vehicle. Traces of condensed water under the 
vehicle are therefore normal. 


Before driving into a carwash 

Fold in the exterior mirrors, refer to page 30; 
otherwise, they could be damaged due to the 
width of the vehicle. 

Deactivate the rain sensor; otherwise, damage 
could result from undesired wiper activation, 
refer to page 40. 


Hydroplaning 

0 When driving on wet or slushy roads, 

reduce road speed. If you do not, a wedge 
of water can form between tires and road sur¬ 
face. This phenomenon is referred to as hydro¬ 
planing, and is characterized by a partial or 
complete loss of contact between tires and 
road surface, ultimately undermining your abil¬ 
ity to steer and brake the vehicle.◄ 

The danger of hydroplaning increases as tire 
tread depth decreases, also refer to Minimum 
tread depth on page 89. 


Driving through water 


0 Do not drive through water on the road if it 
is deeper than 20 in/50 cm, and then only 
at walking speed. Otherwise, the vehicle's 
engine, the electrical system, and the transmis¬ 
sion may be damaged.◄ 


Using handbrake on inclines 


□ Do not hold the vehicle in place on slopes 
by slipping or riding the clutch, use the 
handbrake instead. Otherwise, greater clutch 
wear will result.4 
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Safe braking 

Your BMW is equipped with ABS as standard 
equipment. In situations in which it is required, it 
is best to apply the brakes fully. Since the vehi¬ 
cle maintains steering responsiveness, you can 
nevertheless avoid possible obstacles with a 
minimum of steering effort. 

Pulsation at the brake pedal combined with 
sounds from the hydraulic circuits indicates to 
the driver that ABS is in its active mode. 

Wet roads 

On wet roads or in heavy rain, briefly apply light 
pressure to the brake pedal every few miles. 
Watch traffic conditions to ensure that this 
maneuver does not endanger other road users. 
The heat that is generated by the brake applica¬ 
tions helps to dry the brake pads and rotors. 
The full braking force will then be available 
when you need it. 

Hills 

Q To prevent overheating and reduced effi¬ 
ciency of the brake system, drive long or 
steep downhill grades in the gear in which the 
least braking is required. Otherwise, even light 
but continuous pressure on the brake can lead 
to high temperatures, brake wear and possibly 
even brake failure.◄ 

The braking action of the engine can be further 
intensified by downshifting, all the way down to 
first gear if need be. This strategy helps you 
avoid placing excessive loads on the brake sys¬ 
tem. Downshifting in manual mode of automatic 
transmission, refer to page 39. When descend¬ 
ing hills slowly, use HDC Hill Descent Control, 
refer to page 49. 

□ Never drive with the clutch depressed, 
with the transmission in neutral, or with 
the engine switched off; otherwise, you will 
have neither the braking action of the engine or 
nor its power assistance to the brakes or steer¬ 
ing. 

Never allow floor mats, carpeting, or other arti¬ 
cles to protrude into the area around the brake 
or accelerator pedals and obstruct their move- 
ment.4 


Corrosion on brake rotors 

When the vehicle is driven only occasionally, 
during extended periods when the vehicle is not 
used at all, and in operating conditions where 
brake applications are less frequent, there is an 
increased tendency for corrosion to form on 
rotors, while contaminants accumulate on the 
brake pads. This occurs because the minimal 
pressure which must be exerted by the pads 
during brake applications to clean the rotors is 
not reached. 

Should corrosion form on the brake rotors, the 
brakes will tend to respond with a pulsating 
effect that even extended application will fail to 
cure. 


Cargo loading 

□ To avoid loading the tires beyond their 
approved carrying capacity, never over¬ 
load the vehicle. Overloading can lead to over¬ 
heating and increases the rate at which damage 
develops inside the tires. The ultimate result 
can assume the form of a sudden blow-out.^ 

Determining load limit 



1 Locate the following statement on your 
vehicle's placard*: 

0 The combined weight of occupants 
and cargo should never exceed 
XXX lbs. or YYY kg. Otherwise, the vehicle 
may be damaged and unstable driving con¬ 
ditions may result., 

2. Determine the combined weight of the 
driver and passengers that will be riding in 
your vehicle. 
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3. Subtract the combined weight of the driver 
and passengers from XXX lbs. or YYY kg. 

4. The resulting figure equals the available 
amount of cargo and luggage load capacity. 
For example, if the XXX amount equals 
990 lbs. and there will be five 150-lb. pas¬ 
sengers in your vehicle, the amount of avail¬ 
able cargo and luggage load capacity is 
240 lbs.: 

990 lbs. minus 750 lbs. = 240 lbs. 

5. Determine the combined weight of luggage 
and cargo being loaded into and/or onto the 
vehicle. This combined weight may not 
safely exceed the available cargo and lug¬ 
gage load capacity calculated in step 4. 

6. If your vehicle will be towing a trailer, part of 
the load from your trailer will be transferred 
to your vehicle. Consult the manual for 
transporting a trailer to determine how this 
may reduce the available cargo and luggage 
load capacity of your vehicle. 

Load 

The permitted load is the total of the weight of 
occupants and cargo/luggage. The greater the 
weight of occupants, the less cargo/luggage 
can be transported. 



Stowing cargo 



> To protect passengers, use the partition 
net, refer to page 72. 

> Load heavy cargo as far forward and as low 
as possible, placing it directly behind the 
rear seat backrests. 

> Cover sharp edges and corners. 

> Do not stack cargo higher than the upper 
edge of the backrests. 

> Items that could bump against the rear win¬ 
dow while driving must be adequately cov¬ 
ered. 



> For very heavy cargo when the rear seat is 
not occupied, secure each safety belt in the 
opposite buckle. 


Securing cargo 

> Use the luggage net* or draw straps to hold 
down small and lightweight luggage and 
cargo, refer to page 73. 

> For larger and heavier pieces, heavy-duty 
cargo straps* are available from your BMW 
Sports Activity Vehicle Center. These 
heavy-duty cargo straps are attached using 
the lashing eyes in the cargo area, refer to 
page 73. 
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Please read the information provided with 
the heavy-duty cargo straps. 

□ Always position and secure cargo as 
described above. If you do not, it can 
endanger the passengers during braking or 
evasive maneuvers. 

Use only the lashing eyes, refer to page 73, to 
fasten the heavy-duty cargo straps; otherwise, 
the heavy-duty cargo straps could loosen or the 
vehicle could be damaged. 

Never exceed either the approved gross vehicle 
weight or either of the approved axle loads, refer 
to page 116, as excessive loads can pose a 
safety hazard and may also place you in viola¬ 
tion of road safety laws. 

You should never transport heavy or hard 
objects unsecured in the passenger compart¬ 
ment, as they could be thrown about and pose a 
safety hazard to the vehicle's occupants during 
abrupt braking or evasive maneuvers.◄ 


Roof-mounted luggage rack* 

A special rack system is available as an optional 
accessory for your BMW. Please observe the 
information contained in the installation instruc¬ 
tions. 

Loading luggage rack 

Because roof racks raise the vehicle's center of 
gravity when loaded, they have a major effect on 
its handling and steering response. You should 
therefore always remember not to exceed the 
approved roof load capacity, the approved 
gross vehicle weight, or the axle loads when 
loading the rack. 

These specifications can be found under 
Weights on page 116. 

Make sure that the load is evenly distributed, 
and that it does not extend outward beyond the 
limits of the loading surface. Always stow the 
heaviest pieces at the bottom. Be sure that ade¬ 
quate clearance is maintained for raising the 
glass sunroof and that objects do not project 
into the opening path of the liftgate. 


Secure roof-mounted cargo correctly and 
securely to prevent it from shifting or falling off 
while you drive. 

Drive smoothly. Avoid sudden acceleration and 
braking maneuvers. Take corners gently. 


Driving on poor roads 

Your X3 is at home on all paved and unpaved 
roads. It combines all-wheel drive with the 
advantages of a normal passenger car. 

□ Driving on unpaved terrain can cause 
damage to the vehicle.^ 

When you are driving on poor roads, there area 
few points which you should strictly observe - 
for your own safety and that of your passengers, 
as well as to protect the vehicle: 

> Familiarize yourself with the vehicle before 
you begin driving. Do not take risks with the 
vehicle under any circumstances. 

> Always adapt the driving speed to the road 
conditions. The more steep and uneven the 
roadway is, the lower the speed should be. 

> You can operate your vehicle on uphill and 
downhill gradients with a maximum slope 
of 50%. If you wish to drive on uphill and 
downhill grades of this nature, make sure 
beforehand that the engine oil and coolant 
levels are near the MAX mark, refer to 
pages 94 and 95. 

> When descending very steep hills, use 
HDC Hill Descent Control, refer to page 49. 
It is possible to start off on inclines of up 
to 32%. 

The permitted side tilt is 32%. 

> While driving, watch carefully for obstacles 
such as rocks or holes. Try to avoid these 
obstacles whenever possible. 

> Avoid having the body make contact with 
the ground, e.g. on the crests of hills and 
bumpy roads. The ground clearance of the 
vehicle is a maximum of approx. 8.0 in/ 

20 cm. Please be aware that the ground 
clearance can vary depending on the load 
and operating conditions of the vehicle. 
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> Do not drive in water that is deeper than 
20 in/50 cm. If you must drive through water 
up to that depth, drive at a walking speed 
and do not stop. 

After leaving the water, press on the foot- 
brake gently several times while driving at a 
low speed. The brake applications will help 
to dry the brakes, thus preventing a reduc¬ 
tion in braking performance caused by the 
moisture. 

For cleaning the handbrake, apply the lever

Manually releasing fuel filler door 

In the event of an electrical malfunction in the 
system, you can release the fuel filler door man¬ 
ually:

2. Pull the green button. The fuel filler flap is 
released. 



Never carry spare fuel containers in your vehi¬ 
cle. Whether empty or full, these containers can 
leak, cause an explosion, and lead to fire in the 
event of a collision.◄ 

Observe the following when refueling 

Q When handling fuels, comply with all 
applicable safety precautions posted at 
the service station.◄ 

When refueling, insert the filler nozzle com¬ 
pletely into the filler pipe. Avoid lifting the filler 
nozzle while filling the tank; otherwise, this can 
result in: 

> premature pump shutoff 

> reduced efficiency in the fuel-vapor recov¬ 
ery system 

The fuel tank is full when the filler nozzle clicks 
off the first time. 

Fuel tank capacity 

Approx. 17.7 gallons/67 liters, including the 
reserve capacity of approx. 2 gallons/8 liters. 
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Q Never attempt to continue driving until 
the tank is completely empty; this can 
negatively affect engine function and can dam¬ 
age the vehicle.◄ 


Fuel specifications 

Q Never use leaded gasoline. Otherwise, 
you will cause permanent damage to your 
catalytic converter. ◄ 

Required fuel 

Super Premium Gasoline/AKI 91 

This gasoline is highly recommended. 

However, you may also use gasoline with a 
lower AKI rating. The minimum AKI rating is 87. 

If you use gasoline with this minimum AKI rat¬ 
ing, the engine may produce knocking sounds 
when starting at high outside temperatures. 
This has no effect on the engine life. 

Use high-quality brands 

Field experience has indicated significant dif¬ 
ferences in fuel quality: volatility, composition, 
additives, etc., among gasolines offered for sale 
in the United States and Canada. Fuels contain¬ 
ing up to and including 10% ethanol or other 
oxygenates with up to 2,8% oxygen by weight, 
that is, 15% MTBE or 3% methanol plus an 
equivalent amount of co-solvent, will not void 
the applicable warranties with respect to 
defects in materials or workmanship. 

Q The use of poor-quality fuels may result in 
stalling, starting and drivability problems 
especially under certain environmental condi¬ 
tions such as high ambient temperature and 
high altitude. 

Should you encounter drivability problems that 
you suspect could be related to the fuel you are 
using, we recommend that you respond by 
switching to a recognized high-quality brand 
such as gasoline that is advertised as Top Tier 
Detergent Gasoline. 

Failure to comply with these recommendations 
may also result in unscheduled maintenance.^

Tire inflation pressure 

Information for your safety 

The condition of the tires and the maintenance 
of the specified tire pressure are crucial not only 
to the tire's service life, but also to driving com¬ 
fort and most importantly, driving safety. 

Checking pressure 

Only check tire inflation pressure when the tires 
are cold. This means after a maximum of 
1.25 miles/2 km driving or when the vehicle has 
been parked for at least 2 hours. When tires are 
warm, the tire inflation pressure increases. 

□ Check the tire inflation pressure regularly 
and correct it as needed, even on the 
compact wheel: at least twice a month and 
before starting long trips. If you fail to observe 
this precaution, you may be driving on tires with 
incorrect tire pressures, a condition that can not 
only compromise yourvehicle's driving stability, 
but also lead to tire damage and the risk of an 
accident. 

Do not drive with deflated, i.e. flat tires. A flat tire 
will seriously impairyourvehicle's handling and 
braking response. Attempts to drive on a flat tire 
can lead to loss of control over the vehicle.^ 

After correcting the tire inflation pressure, 
reinitialize the Flat Tire Monitor* or reset 
the Tire Pressure Monitor*, refer to pages 51,

Tread wear 

The tread wear grade is a comparative rating 
based on the wear rate of the tire when tested 
under controlled conditions on a specified gov¬ 
ernment test course. 

For example, a tire graded 150 would wear one 
and one-half (1 1 / 2 ) times as well on the govern¬ 
ment course as a tire graded 100. The relative 
performance of tires depends upon the actual 
conditions of their use, however, and may devi¬ 
ate significantly from the norm due to variations 
in driving habits and service practices as well as 
differences in road characteristics and climate. 

Traction 

The traction grades, from highest to lowest, are 
A A, A, B, and C. 

These grades represent the tire's ability to stop 
on wet pavement as measured under controlled 
conditions on specified government test sur¬ 
faces of asphalt and concrete. A tire marked C 
may have poor traction performance. 

□ The traction grade assigned to this tire is 
based on straight-ahead braking traction 
tests, and does not include acceleration, cor¬ 
nering, hydroplaning, or peak traction charac¬ 
teristics.◄ 
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Temperature 

The temperature grades are A, B, and C, A 
being highest, and represent the tire’s resis¬ 
tance to the generation of heat and its ability to 
dissipate heat when tested under controlled 
conditions on a specified indoor laboratory test 
wheel. Sustained high temperature can cause 
the material of the tire to degenerate and 
reduce tire life, and excessive temperature can 
lead to sudden tire failure. The grade C corre¬ 
sponds to a level of performance that all pas¬ 
senger car tires must meet under the Federal 
MotorVehicle Safety Standard No. 109. Grades 
B and A represent higher levels of performance 
on the laboratory test wheel than the minimum 
required by law. 

Q The temperature grade for this tire is 
established for a tire that is properly 
inflated and not overloaded. Excessive speed, 
underinflation, or excessive loading, either sep¬ 
arately or in combination, can cause heat 
buildup and possible tire failure.,

Winter and all-season tires. 

These have better winter properties than sum¬ 
mer tires. 


Tire condition 

Inspect your tires frequently for tread wear, 
signs of damage and for foreign objects lodged 
in the tread. Check the tread depth. 

Minimum tread depth 

The tread depth should not fall below 0.12 in/ 

3 mm. At tread depths below 0.12 in/3 mm, 
there is an increased risk of high-speed hydro¬ 
planing, even when only small amounts of water 
are present on the road surface. 

Winter tires display a noticeable loss in their 
ability to cope with cold-weather driving condi¬ 
tions once the tread wears to below 0.16 in/ 

4 mm. To ensure continued safety you should 
always have such tires replaced. 



Wear indicators at the tread-groove base, refer 
to arrow, are distributed over the tire's circum¬ 
ference and are marked on the side of the tire 
with TWI-Tread Wear Indicator. If the tire tread 
has worn down to the wear indicators, then the 
legally permissible tread depth limit of 0.063 in/ 
1.6 mm has been reached. 


Wheel/tire damage 

0 Please note that low-profile tires, make 
wheels, tires and suspension parts more 
susceptible to road hazard and consequential 
damages.◄ 

Unusual vibrations encountered during normal 
vehicle operation can indicate tire failure or 
some other vehicle defect. This can, for exam¬ 
ple, be caused by driving over curbs. The same 
applies to any other abnormal road behavior, 
such as pulling severely to the right or left. 


□ In these cases, reduce speed immedi¬ 
ately and have wheels and tires checked 
immediately. Drive carefully to the nearest 
BMW Sports Activity Vehicle Center or tire spe¬ 
cialist. Have the vehicle towed to one of these 
locations if necessary. 

Tire damage can pose a potentially lethal safety 
hazard for the vehicle's occupants and other 
road users alike.◄ 


New wheels and tires 

0 Have new wheels and tires installed only 
by your BMW Sports Activity Vehicle 
Center or a tire shop that works according to 
BMW repair procedures with correspondingly 
trained personnel. If this work is not carried out 
properly, there is a danger of subsequent dam- 
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BMW recommends particular tire brands for 
each tire size. You will recognize them by the 
clearly visible BMW identification on the tire 
sidewall. 

With proper use, these tires meet the highest 
standards for safety and handling characteris¬ 
tics. 

Special characteristics of winter tires 

BMW recommends winter tires for use in cold 
winter driving conditions. Although all-season 
M+S tires do provide better winter traction than 
summer tires, they generally fail to provide the 
same levels of cold-weather performance as 
winter tires. 

Observing speed ratings 

0 Never exceed the maximum speed for 
which the winter tires are rated.◄ 

Storage 

Store wheels or tires in a cool, dry place, pro¬ 
tecting them from light whenever possible. Pro¬ 
tect the tires from contact with oil, grease and 
fuel. Do not exceed the maximum tire inflation 
pressure indicated on the side wall of the tire.

Retreaded tires 

Q BMW does not recommend the use of 
retreaded tires; otherwise, driving safety 
maybe reduced. The causes for this include the 
possibly different tire casing structures and the 
often wide variations in their age, which can 
result in a limited service Wfe.4 

The right wheels and tires 

Q BMW recommends that you use only 
wheel and tire combinations that BMW 
has tested and approved for your particular 
vehicle. Variations in factors such as manufac¬ 
turing tolerances mean that even wheels and 
tires with identical official size ratings could 
actually have different dimensions than the 
approved units- these differences could lead to 
body contact and with it, the risk of severe acci¬ 
dents. If non-approved wheels and tires are 
used, BMW cannot evaluate their suitability, 
and therefore cannot be held liable for driving 
safety. ◄ 

You can ask your BMW Sports Activity Vehicle 
Center for the correct wheel-and-tire combina¬ 
tion. 

The correct wheel-and-tire combination affects 
various systems whose function would other¬ 
wise be impaired, e.g. ABS, DSC orxDrive. 

To maintain good handling and vehicle 
response, use only tires of a single tread config¬ 
uration from a single manufacturer. After a flat 
tire, always have the original wheel-and-tire 
combination remounted on the vehicle as soon 
as possible.

When installing new tires or when changing 
from summer tires to winter tires or vice versa, 
only use wheels equipped with TPM electron¬ 
ics; otherwise, the Tire Pressure Monitor can¬ 
not detect a flat tire, refer to page 52.

The quality of the engine oil selected has critical 
significance for the operation and service life of 
an engine. BMW continuously approves spe¬ 
cific oils after confirming their suitability for use 
in its vehicles with extensive testing. 

Only use approved BMW High Performance 
Synthetic Oil. 

If you are unable to obtain BMW High Perfor¬ 
mance Synthetic Oil, you can add small 
amounts of another synthetic oil in between oil 
changes. Only use oils with the API SH specifi¬ 
cation or higher. 

Ask your BMW Sports Activity Vehicle 
/ Center for more details concerning BMW 
High Performance Synthetic Oil or other 
approved synthetic oils.^

Q BMW engines are designed to operate

Viscosity classes 

Viscosity is the oil flow rating as defined in 
SAE classes. 

The selection of the correct SAE class depends 
on the climate conditions in the area where you 
typically drive your BMW. 

Approved oils belong to SAE classes 
^ 5W-40and 5W-30.^ 

These oils can be used for driving in all ambient 
temperatures.

The BMW maintenance 
system 



The BMW maintenance system supports the 
preservation of the road and operating safety of 
your BMW. 

Regular maintenance is not only required for 
the safety of the vehicle, it also improves the 
resale value. 

Service Interval Display 

The BMW maintenance system takes the driv¬ 
ing conditions of the vehicle into account when 
determining service intervals: 

From the maintenance standpoint, 

62,000 miles/100,000 km accumulated in 
short-distance urban driving are not the equiva¬ 
lent of the same distance covered at moderate 
speeds in long-distance highway travel. 

The BMW maintenance system is divided into 
engine oil service and Inspections I and II. 

Determining the maintenance intervals accord¬ 
ing to the actual loads on the vehicle covers 
practically every kind of operating situation. 
However, even those who drive only short dis¬ 
tances, significantly less than 6,200 miles/ 

1 0,000 km annually, should have the engine oil 
changed at least every 2 years since oil deterio¬ 
rates over time, regardless of use. 

Brake fluid is hygroscopic: it absorbs 
moisture from the atmosphere over the 
course of time. To ensure that the brake system 
continues to provide safe and reliable perfor¬ 
mance, remember to have the brake fluid 


changed at least every two years by a BMW 
Sports Activity Vehicle Center, also refer to the 
Service and Warranty Information Booklet for 
US models or the Warranty and Service Guide

Severe 
engine misfire even for only a short period of 
time can seriously damage emission control 
components, especially the catalytic converter.

Your vehicle may be equipped with one or more 
sensing and diagnostic modules ora recording 
device capable of recording or transmitting cer¬ 
tain vehicle data or information. In addition, if 
you have a Subscription Service Agreement for 
the BMW Assist system, certain vehicle infor¬ 
mation may be transmitted or recorded in order 
to provide such services.

Wiper blades 

Replacing front wiper blades 
1 Move the wiper into the fold-out position, 
refer to page 40.

Lamps and bulbs 

Lamps and bulbs make a significant contribu¬ 
tion to road safety. Therefore, comply fully with 
the following instructions during bulb replace¬ 
ment. If you are not familiar with the specified 
procedures or they are not described here, 
BMW recommends having this work carried out 
at your BMW Sports Activity Vehicle Center. 

Never touch the glass of new bulbs with 
your bare fingers, as even minute 


t> 


amounts of contamination will burn into the 
bulb's surface and reduce its service life. Use 
a clean cloth, paper towel, or the like or grasp 
bulb by its base.4 

A replacement bulb set is available from your 
BMW Sports Activity Vehicle Center. 

□ In all work on the electrical system, switch 
off the relevant component to prevent 
short circuits. To avoid possible injury or equip¬ 
ment damage when replacing bulbs, follow any 
instructions provided by the bulb manufac- 
turer.^ 

When maintaining the headlamps, please follow 
the instructions in the separate Caring for your 
vehicle brochure. 
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Please have your BMW Sports Activity 
Vehicle Center work on lamps whose 


replacement is not described here.^ 

Light-emitting diodes LEDs 

Light-emitting diodes installed behind translu¬ 
cent lenses serve as the light source for many of 
the controls and displays in your vehicle. These 
light-emitting diodes are related to ordinary 
lasers. 

Q Do not remove the covers, and never 
stare into the unfiltered light for several 
hours, as irritation of the retina could result.^ 

Xenon lamps* 

The service life of these bulbs is very long and 
the probability of failure is very low, provided 
that they are not switched on and off an unusual 
number of times. If one of these bulbs should 
nevertheless fail, it is possible to continue driv¬ 
ing with great caution using the fog lamps, pro¬ 
vided traffic laws in your area do not prohibit 
this. 

Q To avoid risk of potentially fatal injuries 
due to the extremely high voltages at 
which these units operate, service work should 
always be entrusted to qualified personnel.◄ 

Parking and roadside parking lamps

Side-mounted turn signals 

5 Watt bulb

Front fog lamps 

H11 bulb, 55 watts 

Always wear gloves and eye protection - 
the atmosphere within the bulb is pres¬ 
surized. Failure to observe this precaution can 
lead to personal injury should the bulb be dam¬ 
aged.◄ 

1■ Pull the cover in front of the fog lamp for¬ 
ward. 

2. Loosen the screws, refer to arrow, and pull 
out the headlamp.

Replacing tail lamps

Wheel changes 

Q Safety precautions to observe in the 
event of a flat tire and during all tire 
changes: 

Park the vehicle as far as possible from passing 
traffic. Park on a firm, flat, surface. Switch on the 
hazard warning flashers. 

Lock the steering wheel with the wheels point¬ 
ing straight ahead. Engage the handbrake and 
shift into first gear or reverse, or move the 
selector lever to position P. 

All passengers should be outside the vehicle 
and well away from your immediate working 
area, behind a guardrail, for instance. 

If a warning triangle or portable hazard warning 
lamp is required, set it up on the roadside at an 
appropriate distance from the rear of the vehi¬ 
cle. Comply with all safety guidelines and regu¬ 
lations. 

Change the wheel only on a level, firm surface 
which is not slippery. The vehicle or the jack 
could slip to the side if you attempt to raise the 
vehicle on a soft or slippery surface such as 
snow, ice, tile, etc. 

Position the jack on a firm support surface. 

Do not use a wooden block or similar object as a 
support base for the jack, as this would prevent 
it from extending to its full support height and 
reduce its load-carrying capacity. 


To avoid serious or fatal injury: never lie under 
the vehicle, and never start the engine while it is 
supported by the jack.◄

Inserting compact wheel 

The compact wheel is reinserted in the reverse 
sequence of its removal. 

0 When attaching the retaining strap to the 
compact wheel, make sure the belt is 
threaded through 2 rim openings, with one 
unoccupied hole between them; otherwise, the 
compact wheel could come loose in an acci- 
dent.4 

Preparing wheel change 
1 Observe the safety precautions on 
page 103. 

2. Secure the vehicle to prevent it from rolling: 
place the wheel chock behind the front 
wheel on the side of the vehicle opposite 
the side being raised. If the vehicle is parked 
on a downward slope, place the wheel 
chock securely in front of the tire. If the 
wheel must be changed on a surface with 
a more severe slope, take additional pre¬ 
cautions to secure the vehicle from rolling. 

3. Loosen the lug bolts by a V 2 turn. 

Jacking up vehicle 

1 Position the vehicle jack at the jacking point 
closest to the wheel so that the entire sur¬ 
face of the jack base perpendicularly con¬ 
tacts the ground under the jacking point. 

WM The vehicle jack is designed for 

changing wheels only. Do not attempt 
to raise another vehicle model with it or to 
raise any load of any kind. To do so could 
cause accidents and personal injury.◄ 
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2. Guide the jack head into the rectangular 
recess of the jacking point when cranking 
up, refer to drawing inset. 



Mounting a wheel 

1. Unscrew the lug bolts and remove the 
wheel. 

2. Remove accumulations of mud or dirt from 
the mounting surfaces of the wheel and 
hub. Clean the lug bolts. 

3. Position the new wheel or compact wheel. 
Secure the wheel by screwing at least two 
lug bolts into opposite bolt holes. When you 
mount wheels other than Genuine BMW 
light-alloy wheels, different lug bolts may 
also be required. 

4. Screw in the remaining lug bolts. Tighten all 
the bolts securely in a diagonal pattern. 

5. Lower the jack and remove it from beneath 
the vehicle. 


After mounting 

1, Tighten the lug bolts in a diagonal pattern. 

Q To ensure safety, always have the lug 
bolts checked with a calibrated 
torque wrench as soon as possible to 
ensure that they are tightened to the speci¬ 
fied torque. The tightening torque is 
101 lb ft/140 Nm.^ 


2. Stow the defective wheel in the cargo area. 

3. Check and correct the tire inflation pressure 
at the earliest opportunity. 

下コ Protect valve stems and valve stem 
ノ seal caps from dirt and contamina¬ 


tion. Dirt in valve stems is a frequent source 
of gradual air loss.4 

4. Reinitialize the Flat Tire Monitor* or reset 
the Tire Pressure Monitor*, refer to 
pages 51,52. 

TTH Do not initialize the Flat Tire Monitor 
ノ when driving with a compact wheel.◄ 


5. Replace the damaged tire with a new one as 
soon as possible and have the new wheel 
balanced. 


Driving with compact wheel 


0 Drive reservedly and do not exceed a 

speed of 50 mph/80 km/h. Do not deacti¬ 
vate DSC; otherwise, unstable driving condi¬ 
tions may result.4 


Mounting the compact wheel can change the 
driving characteristics. For example, it can 
reduce tracking stability during braking, extend 
braking distances, and alter self-steering char¬ 
acteristics in the limit range. With winter tires, 
these characteristics are more pronounced. 

0 Only one compact wheel may be 
mounted. You should re-equip with 
wheels and tires of the original size as quickly as 
possible.◄ 


Vehicle battery 

Maintenance 

The battery is 1 00% maintenance-free, i.e., the 
electrolyte will last for the life of the battery 
when the vehicle is operated in a temperate cli¬ 
mate. Your BMW Sports Activity Vehicle Center 
will be happy to advise you on all questions con¬ 
cerning the battery. 


Warning lamp 


Q i. 


The warning lamp lights up. The battery 
is no longer being charged. The alterna¬ 


tor V-belt is defective or there is a mal¬ 
function in the charge current circuit of the 
alternator. Have the system checked immedi¬ 
ately. 
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Q Do not continue driving if the V-belt is 
defective. The engine could be damaged 
due to overheating. 

Moreover, an increased amount of force is 
required for steering if there is a sharp drop in 
the onboard supply voltage.◄ 

Charging battery 

Charge the battery in the vehicle only when the 
engine has been switched off. For connections, 
refer to Jump starting on page 108. 

Disposal 

Have old batteries disposed of following 
replacement at your BMW Sports Activity 
Vehicle Center or bring them to a collection 
point. Maintain the battery in an upright position 
for transport and storage. Always secure the 
battery to prevent it from tipping over during 
transport.. 

Power failure 

After a temporary power supply interruption, 
some equipment is subject to limited use and 
must be reinitialized. Individual settings are also 
lost and must be updated again: 

> Panorama glass sunroof 

It may be only possible to raise the sunroof. 
The system must be initialized, refer to 
page 23. 

> Power windows 

The pinch protection system must be reini¬ 
tialized, refer to page 22. 

> Seat and mirror memory 

The positions must be stored again, refer to 
page 29. 

> Time 

Must be set again, refer to page 44. 


Fuses 

Never attempt to repair a blown fuse, and 
do not replace a defective fuse with a sub¬ 
stitute of another color or amperage rating, as 
this could lead to a circuit overload, ultimately 
resulting in a fire in the vehicle.◄

Open the glove compartment and turn the two 
quick-release fasteners to the left, refer to 
arrows. 

Spare fuses, plastic tweezers, and information 
about fuse allocation are stored with the fuses. 
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Giving and receiving assistance 


Receiving assistance 

The Roadside Assistance of the BMW Group 
offers you assistance in the event of a break¬ 
down around the clock, as well as on weekends 
and public holidays. 

The phone numbers of the Roadside Assis¬ 
tance control center in your home country can 
be found in the BMW Dealer directory. 

In the case of vehicles with the corresponding 
equipment, you can use buttons in the head¬ 
liner to contact Roadside Assistance or initiate 
an emergency call. 

When the emergency call is initiated, a tele¬ 
phone connection is established to the BMW 
Assist response center. 

In vehicles with BMW Assist enabled, if the cur¬ 
rent position of your vehicle can be determined, 
it will be transmitted to the BMW Assist 
response center. 

The conditions for initiating an emergency call 
or contacting Roadside Assistance: 

> Ignition key in position 1or higher 

> The car phone is logged on to a mobile tele¬ 
phone network 

> The emergency call system is operable 


To open the cover: 

Briefly press the cover, refer to arrow. 

1 Emergency call 

2 Roadside Assistance 


Initiating an emergency call* 

Press button 1 for at least 2 seconds. 

The LED above the button lights up. As soon as 
a voice connection to the BMW Assist response 
center has been established, the LED flashes. If 
the LED flashes, but you are unable to hear the 
emergency response center, you can still be 
heard by the response center. 

For technical reasons, the emergency call 
cannot be guaranteed under the most 
unfavorable conditions.◄ 

Under certain conditions, an emergency call is 
initiated automatically immediately after a 
severe accident. The automatic emergency call 
is not affected by the button being pressed. 

Roadside Assistance* 

Press button 2 for at least 2 seconds. 

The LED above the button lights up. As soon as 
a voice connection to Roadside Assistance has 
been established, the LED flashes. 

On a country-specific basis, with BMW Assist 
enabled, the current position of your vehicle is 
determined at the same time. 


Warning triangle* 



The warning triangle is stored behind the right 
side panel in the cargo area. 

To open the side trim panel: press the button. 
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First-aid kit* 



Beneath the front passenger's seat. 

To open: pull the handle and fold the cover 
downward. 

To close: fold the cover up. 

Some of the articles in the first-aid kit may be 
used within a limited time only. Check the expi¬ 
ration dates of the contents regularly and 
replace the contents in a timely fashion as 
needed. 


Jump starting 


When your battery is discharged, you can use 
two jumper cables to start the engine of your 
BMW with power from the battery in another 
vehicle. You can also use the same method to 
help start another vehicle. Use only jumper 
cables with fully-insulated clamp handles. 

Q To avoid the risk of potentially fatal injury, 
always avoid all contact with electrical 
components while the engine is running. Care¬ 
fully observe the following instructions to avoid 
personal injury and/or damage to one or both 
vehicles.◄ 

Preparing 

1. Check whether the battery of the other 
vehicle has a voltage of 12 Volts and 
approximately the same capacitance in Ah. 
This information can be found on the bat¬ 
tery. 

2. Switch off the engine of the vehicle provid¬ 
ing assistance. 

3. Switch off any electrical systems and com¬ 
ponents in both vehicles. 


0 Ensure that no contact exists between 
the bodywork on the two vehicles; other¬ 
wise, there is a danger of short circuits.◄ 

Connecting jumper cables 

□ Connect the jumper cables in the correct 
order; failure to do so could generate 
sparks and cause injury.◄ 



In your BMW, the so-called jump starting termi¬ 
nal in the engine compartment functions as the 
positive battery terminal, also refer to Engine 
compartment overview on page 93. The sym¬ 
bol + is embossed on the cover. 

1 Open the cover of the BMW jump starting 
terminal, refer to arrow 1. 

2. Connect one terminal clamp of the posi- 
tive/+jumper cable to the positive terminal 
of the battery or to a jump starting terminal 
of the vehicle providing starting assistance. 

3. Connect the second terminal clamp of the 
positive/+jumper cable to the positive ter¬ 
minal of the battery or to a jump starting ter¬ 
minal of the vehicle to be started. 

Your BMW has a special nut that serves as the 
body ground or negative terminal, refer to 
arrow 2. 

4. Connect one terminal clamp of the nega¬ 
tive/-jumper cable to the negative terminal 
of the battery or to an engine or body 
ground of the vehicle providing assistance. 

5. Connect the second terminal clamp of the 
negative/-jumper cable to the negative ter¬ 
minal of the battery or to the engine or body 
ground of the vehicle to be started. 


MV0252&OMA 
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Starting engine 

1. Start the engine of the assisting vehicle and 
let it run at a slightly elevated idling speed 
for a few minutes. 

2. Start the engine on the other vehicle in the 
usual way. 

If the first start attempt is not successful, 
wait a few minutes before another attempt 
in order to allow the discharged battery to 
recharge. 

3. Let the engines run for a few minutes. 

4. Disconnect the jumper cables by reversing 
the connection sequence. 

If need be, have the battery checked and 

recharged. 

Never use spray fluids to start the 
k engine.◄ 


Tow starting and towing 


Q Obey all applicable laws and guidelines 
for tow starting and towing.◄ 


Q Do not allow any passengers other than 
the driver to ride in a vehicle that is being 
towed. ◄ 


Using tow fitting 

The threaded tow fitting is stored in the 
onboard tool kit, refer to page 99, and must 
always remain in the vehicle. It can be screwed 
in at the front or rear of the BMW. 

Q Only use the tow fitting that comes with 
the vehicle and screw it in as far as it will 
go. Use the tow fitting only for towing on roads. 
Avoid lateral loading of the tow fitting, e.g. do 
not lift the vehicle by the tow fitting. Otherwise, 
the tow fitting and the vehicle can be dam¬ 
aged.◄ 


Access to screw thread 

Press out the cover in the front or rear bumper 
at the notch at the bottom with a screwdriver. 



Being towed 

□ Make sure that the ignition key is in posi¬ 
tion 1; otherwise, the steering lock will 
engage, making it impossible to steer the vehi¬ 
cle. There is no power assist with the engine 
switched off. It is therefore necessary to exert 
increased effort for braking and steering.◄ 

Switch on the hazard warning flashers depend¬ 
ing on the local regulations. If the electrical sys¬ 
tem fails, mark the vehicle to be towed, e.g. with 
a sign or warning triangle in the rear window. 


0 Do not exceed a towing speed of 

30 mph/50 km/h and a towing distance of 
95 miles/150 km; otherwise, the drive train may 
be damaged.◄ 


Manual transmission 

Gearshift lever in neutral. 


Automatic transmission 

Selector lever in position N. 

Changing selector lever positions, refer to 
page 38. 

Towing methods 

In some countries, towing with tow bars or 
ropes on public roads is not permitted. 

Familiarize yourself with the regulations on tow¬ 
ing in the specific country. 
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With tow bar 

Q The towing vehicle must not be lighter 
than the vehicle to be towed; otherwise, 
it will not be possible to safely control vehicle 
response.◄ 

The tow fittings used should be on the same 
side on both vehicles. Should it prove impossi¬ 
ble to avoid mounting the tow bar at an offset 
angle, please observe the following: 

> Clearance and maneuvering capability will 
be strictly limited in corners. 

> When mounted at an angle, the tow bar will 
exert lateral forces, tending to push the 
vehicle sideways. 

□ Secure the tow bar to the tow fittings 
only. Otherwise, other vehicle parts could 
be damaged.◄ 

With tow-rope 

When starting off in the towing vehicle, make 
sure that the tow-rope is taut. 

Q To avoid jerking and the associated 
stresses on vehicle components when 
towing, always use nylon ropes or nylon straps. 
Secure the tow rope to the tow fittings only. 
Otherwise, other vehicle parts could be dam¬ 
aged.◄ 


0 To avoid damage, do not lift the vehicle 
from the tow fitting or body and suspen¬ 
sion parts. ◄ 

Tow starting 

If possible, do not tow start the vehicle; jump 
start the engine instead, refer to page 108.
